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By  carefully  obferving  thefe  Immerfions  and  Emerfions 
of  Jupiter's  Satellites,  the  Longitude  at  Sea,  or  Difference  of 
the  Meridian  of  the  Place  you  are  at,  and  the  Place  the 
Eclipfes  are  calculated  for,  may  be  exactly  discovered:  And 
is  the  mo't  correct  and  practical  Method  ever  hit  upon, 
notwithstanding  the  many  whimfical  and  fome  ingenious 
Ways  invented  for  that  Purpofe,  by  feveral  who  have  fpent 
much  Time  and  Labour,  in  Hopes  of  gaining  the  great  Re- 
ward of  twenty-thoufand  Pounds,  offered  by  Parliament 
for  a  practical  Method  of  folving  that  grand  Problem  with 
Certainty,  but  without  Effects  It  is  alfo  much  more  eafy 
and  correct  to  find  the  Difference  of  Meridians  by  this  Me- 
thod, than  by  the  Eclipfesof  the  Moon>  not  only  on  Account 
of  rhdr  more  frequent  happening,  but  becairfe  the  Motion 
and  Tiroes  of  thefe  Immerfions  and  Emerfions  are  more 
eaflly  obfervei,  than  thac  of  the  Moon jbfcaufe  the  Time  of 
the  Moon's  ent-  ing  the  Shadow  of  the  Earth  is  not  eafily 
diftinguifhed  from  that  of  the -Penumbra.

Tl  M  E  then,  as  I  ihall  here  confider  ir,  is  the  Meafure 
of  Duration  of  any  Thing,  taken  from  the  heavenly 
lotions.  As  to  Duration,  i  is  evident  that  it  never  had  a 
'beginning,  and  mult  be  whhout  End  ;  There  is  an  abfolute 
^eceflky  of  admitting  fome  real  Deing  to  have  been  for 
ve%  and  confequently  Time  01  Duration  mull  have  been  ; 
F  there  were  no  created  Beings  aclually  exiiting,  yet  Time 
ould  not  be  faid  not  to  exiit  ;  for  we  cannot  iuppoie  Tin  e 
vhen  Time  was  not,  therefore  Time  and  Dura;icn  muft 
nfinite? 

Seeing  rhen,  that  Time,  as  far  as  we  can  define  it,  is  no 
therthan  Menfura  Motus  ;  we  mud  look  out  for  a  Rule  or 
■tandard  by  which  Time  may  be  moft  conveniently  meiiur- 
d.  Aftronomers  have  chiefly  fought  for  the ie  Meaiures  from 
he  Motions  of  the  heavenly  Bodies,  their  conlhnt  and  equa- 
te Revolution,  eafily  inviting  them  to  it. 

The  moft  confLierable  Parts  ot  Time,  is  dift'ibuted  out 
o  us  in  Years,  Months  and  Days,  by  the  heavenly  Morions. 
\  Day,  which  is  the  leaft  Interval  or  Time  initituiei  by  God 
limfelf,  in  the  firft  Creat.on  of  Things,  (is  what  I  fhali  chief- 
y  fpe*k  to  at  prefent)  and  is  either  equa!  or  unequal. 

An  equal  Day  is  meafured  by  the  equable  Revolution  of 
\tVrimum  Mobile,  or  more  truly,  by  one  entire  Revolution 
s>f  the  tsarth  about  us  own  Ax  s,  and  is  tfi3t  Sp«ce  of  Time 
whereby  the  Merid  an  of  any  Place  departs  from  a  certain  Me- 
ridian in  the  Heavens,  and  returns  to  the  fame  again  j  this  is 
call  d  an  equatorial  01  mean  Day,  and  is  the  Meafure  which 
Aftronomers  make  Ufe  of  to  de  termine  the  Periods  of  the 
heaveniy  Bodies. 

An  unequal  Day  is  longer  than  the  eqaatorial  or  equal  Day 
by  about  4.  min.  ofaa  Hour,  occasioned  by  the  proper  (apparent ) 
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Motion  of  the  Sun  in  its  annual  Orbir,  which  in  14  Hours  is 
nearly  one  Degree  of  a  great  Circle  i  io  that  when  the  Meri- 
dian of  any  Place  on  the  Eanb,  thar  is  d'rectly  under  the  Sun, 
has  made  one  entire  Revolution  round  the  Earth's  Axis,  it 
muft  revolve  nearly  one  Degree  farther  to  the  Eaft,  before  it 
can  again  be  directly  under  the  Sun  \  and  this  Space  of  Time 
is  called  a  fo  ar,  natural,  or  apparent  Day. 

But  this  apparent  or  natural  Day  isnot  always  of  the  fame  I 
Length  :  I  have  faid  bef>re,  that  it  is  longer  than  the  equal 
Day  about  4  min.  ot  an  Hour>  but  that  is  upon  the  Suppo- 
inion  that  the  Sun  always  moves  nearly  1  Deg.  or  more  ex- 
actly jo'S^in  14  Hours  \  but  this  fc/  V!  is  the  Sun's  mean 
diurnal  Motion,  his  true  diurnal  -Motion  being  fometimes 
more,  andfometimes  lefs,  and  which  effcts  the  apparent  Day 
accordingly.  There  is  alfo  another  Caufe  thar  affects  the 
Vara  ion  ofthis  Equality,  aad  that  is  the  oblique  Poiicion  of 
the  Ecliptic  or  Circle  of  the  Sun's  annual  Motion,  totheEqua- '\ 
tor,  or  Circle  of  the  Sun's  diurnal  Motion  fo  that  a  meridian 
Circle  palling  through  the  Sun,  will  neceilarily  cut  the  two 
Circles  at  different  Di fiances  from  the  equinoctial  Point,  and 
consequently  the  Sun*s  Place  and  right  Afcenfion  will  con- 
tain afferent  Numbers  of  Degrees,  in  d  ffeient  Days  $  and 
this  Difference  between  the  Sun's  true  Place  and  right  Af- 
ceniion,  when  combined  wiih  the  former  Difference,  be- 
tween the  Sun's  mean  and  true  Motion,  conftitures  the  abfo- 
Jute  Equation  of  Time,  as  conrained  m  the  following  Table. 

The  Sun,  roe  often  fay,  can  never  err, 
Yet  Watchmakers  will  their  beft  Works  prefer, 
Jlnd  fay  they  true  and  equal  Time  do  carry, 
Though  Sun  and  Watch  will  for  the  mofi  Part  vary:  - 
For  Sun  and  Watch  can  ne'er  agree  or  meet, 
But  four  Days  in  the  Tear,  and  then  they  greet, 

April  the  fifteenth,  and  feventee  >th  of June  remember, 
Auguft  the  thirty -fir ft,  and  twenty  fourth  of  December. 
Thefe  are  the  Days,  and  none  elfe  in  the  Tear, 
When  Sun  and  Watch  do  the  fameTime  declare. 
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The  Ufe  of  the  Table  of  Equation  of  Time. 

If  a  good  Clock  or  Watch  be  fet  to  go  with  a  correct  Son* 
[Dial,  on  any  of  the  four  Days  abovementioned,  it  fhould 
aways  (except  on  the  (aid  four  Days)wantO'  exceed  the  Tme 
(hewed  by  the  Dial,  fo  many  Mmutesand  Seconds  of  Time 
as  Rand  againfl-  each  Day  in  the  Table,  which  muft  be  added 
or  fubtra&cd,  to  or  from  the  Time  (hewed  by  the  Dial  ro 
reduce  it  to  correct  or  equal  Time,  as  the  Letters  A.  (for  Add) 
and  S.  (for  Subtrad)  direct.

Limerick,  Feb.  28.    Laft  Tuefday  Morning,  about 
Two  o'Clock,  we  had  the  moft  Violent  Storm  of 
Wind  that  has  been  known  in  the  Memory  of  the 
pfdeft  Man  here,  attended  with  a  high  Tide,  by 
whicn  a  Dutch  Dogger,  in  one  of  the  Docks  at  Mar- 
dyke,  was  beat  almoii  to  Pieces    three  other  Vcflels 
and  a  Lighter  were  forced  on  the  Cuftom-houfe  Key, 
and  a  laden  Dogger  outward-bound,  that  lay  at  the 
Pool,  was  run  afliore.    An  Ennis  Boat,  fald  to  have 
300 1.  worth  of  Groceries  and  other  Goods  for  that 
Place,  and  a  Turf  Boat,  were  funk  at  the  Key;  and 
all  the  Shipping  and  Boats  in  the  Harbour  damaged. 
Many  Houfes,  Chimneys,  add  Windows,  we/e  blown 
down  ;  and  few  or  no  Houfes  efcaped  being  flripp'J. 
At  Mardvke,  and  the  Key  feveral  Feet  of  Water  were 
in  the  Cellars,  and  in  tftofe  in  Key- Lane  ;  ancj  we  have 
melancholy  Accounts  of  the  Lofscf  Cattle  offdLKinds^ 
and  the  Damage  done  on  the  Banks  an  .1  L^Jfaands,  on 
each  Side  the  Shannon. 
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
